WASHINGTON, June 27.— Plans preparatory to the es­ 
tablishment of the new federal budget system which be­ 
comes operative Friday, began to take tangible form today. 
As a first step, Charles G. Dawes, director of the budget, 
at the request of the president, called a conference for 
Wednesday of all cabinet members and other executive ad­ 
ministrative officers at which President Harding will pre­ 
side. The president also directed Mr. Dawes to draft a ten­ 
tative form for the new budget within the next thirty days 
with estimates of the absolute minimum 
of 
government 
funds needed for the fiscal year beginning July I. 
A white house statement called attention to the necessity 
for economy in governmental expenditures and said that the 
tentative form of the budget should point the way “as would 
be done in any ordinary business being confronted with the
